Wliat Is tHe Object 1 


The prime object of the movement of the 


politicians of Virginia in inviting the states 
10 a convention at Washington, is to make 
a compromise favorable to slavery. 


The basis of the compromise is to be an 


amendment of the constitution protecting 
siave property, not only in the territories, 
hut in all the states : as well as a guaran- 
tee that all territory hereafter acquired shall 
Ijslong to the slave holders.

peated, according to the age of the patient 
and the virulence of tho disease. A trial 
will convince the moat skeptical of its ma- 


ical effect. 
A sponge bath of warm salt aud water 


(take a number of small sponges or pieces 
of sponge and string them on a wire long 
enough to encircle the neck, and keep it on 
constantly, if the disease is of a severe type,) 
adplied externally to the throat and back of 
the neck, together with the above treat- 
ment, will prevent 'the diptheria 'and its 
kindred diseases from becoming seated.— 
Some of the worst cases of scarlet fever 
have been cured, by the use of fresh brew- 
er's yeast: when all other means had failed.

Mr. Reynolds of the house, from the se- 


lect committee of which Mr. Howard is 
chairman, reported a bill this afternoon that 
it shall be lawful for the president when 
necessary, to call forth the militia of all or 
any of the states ; or accept volunteers to 
such an extent as is required for tbe pur- 
pose ojf defending forts, magazines, arse- 
nals, dock-yards and all public buildings 
which may be Unlawfully taken possession 
of by a combination of persons of another 
section. 
He will be empowered to employ 


the naval force for the same purpose, 


DESIGNS UPON THE CAPITAL. 


Late information as to designs upon the 


capital came from Gov. Hicks of Maryland 
to Gen. Scott. The former urged the lat 
tor to have eight thousand men under arms 
to meet the expected demonstration. Scott 
complains of the president for retrograding 
in hia policy, and interfering with all his 
plans and military measures. 


SOUTH CAROLINA. 


The ultimatum of South Carolina, and 


her determination, to keep out of the Union 
under any circumstances, may open the 
eyes of the border states. It is understood 
that, should the government fail to respond 
to the demand for a surrender of Ft. Sump 
ter, a certain time will be allowed, after 
which Maj. Anderson will be called upon 
to capitulate, and if he does not do so with- 
in a limited time, then an assault will take 
place. This is the programme of South 
Carolina. 


A private letter from Ft. Pickens says 


the troops are eager for a fight, and can 
with difficulty be restrained. The fort,they 
say, must be seized at any sacrifice. 
The 


Brooklyn will not act offensively unless the 
fort is assailed.

Members of the cabinet are understood 


to complain of the president's vascillating 
course. It is impossible to keep him up to 
any consistent line of policy, and he con- 
tinually interferes with the arrangements 
made by Holt, Scott and others. A pro- 
tracted cabinet session was held to-day, 
supposed to relate to information received 
from Pensacola. Matters in that quarter 
are extremely threatening.
